For both 
theſe eminent Apoſtles, with one conſent, diſ- 
allow thereof; and. I hope none of you will 


tay, that they diſallowed or reproved any

that only which was Evil: And if it be ſo, let 
not the Spirit of the World ſo much prevail 
cover you, as to be ofa contrary Mind to them, 


in wearing, vindicating, or plead ing for theſe 
things, that are a Scandal and Reproach to 
our Profeiſion, and give great occaſion to 
ſome, to refle& thereon, and are as Stumbling-

No theſe Places ſeem moſt to have reſpect 


unto Women-kind; for that Sex, generally 
ſpeaking, are moſt addicted to ſuch Marks of 
Pride there named, elſe (I believe) the Apo- 


ſtles would not have ſo particularly reproved 


it in them, as they dic. 
And as to that Adorning mentioned, that 
relates to Hair, I find that long Hair on Men, 


( viz Exceſs in length) and broidered Hair, 


1 Tim. 2. 9. and plaited Hair on Women, 


1 Pet. 3. 3. are all reprovable, and ought to 
be avoided alſo by Chriſtians. And if it is a 
Glory to a Woman to have long Hair, as the 


Apoſtle ſays, 1 Cor. 11. 15. Then ſuch as cut 
their Hair ſhort for Faſhion ſake, mar and 
ſpoil that Glory, that God their Creator hath 
pu upon them, and put an affront upon his 
Workmanſhip. For the Apoſtle ſeems to refer 
us to Nature it ſelf, to teach us, that what is the 


Glory of the Woman, is the Shame of the Man; 

therefore, let us not rob or deprive the Woman 

of her Glory, to ſhame our ſelves therewith. 
Now, Hair being a Natural Covering, that 


the Heads of both Sex are commonly cover'd 


withal, from our Birth, or Childhood; and 


where Nature is weak in this caſe, or by 


reaſon of ſome Impediment, cannot exert her 


ſelf, ſhe may ſometimes. be affifted by Art; 
but if that fail, it is no diſgrace or ſhame for 
a Man to have a Bald Head, or Fore bead, for 


ſuch were eſteemed clean under the Law, 
Levit.
